29.—In reliable 
quarters it is stated that the conference 
between Russia, Japan aud the United 
States, now proceeding here in refer­ 
ence to sealing in the Beriug sea and 
the North Pacific, has advanoed to an 
iiniHirtant stage and that a proposition 
has been reduced to writing, which, if 
accepted, will bring atiout a complete 
change in the sealing question. 
The 
proposition is said to be acceptable to 
the United States. 
It is understood to 
be acceptable similarly to the Russian 
delegates now here, but iii view of the 
restrictions placed upon them by their 
credentials, it has been thought desira­ 
ble to cable to St. Petersburg for final 
instructions. 
The Japanese delegates are under­ 
stood to have felt at first, that the prop­ 
osition would not be iii their interest, 
but on fuller conference Mr. Fujita 
determined to cable the substance of 
the proposition to his government, ac­ 
companying it with a recommendation 
of its acceptance. 
Little doubt is en • 
tertaiued that Russia will accept the 
proposition, and, in view of Mr. Fn- 
jitu’s recommendation, it is believed 
that Japan also will join in it. 
The 
greatest secrecy is preserved in all offi­ 
cial quarters as to the nature of the 
proposition, aud it is not officially ad­ 
mitted that uny proposition has been 
made. 
From equally reliable souroes it 
is understood that the proposition has a 
farreaching scope, and provides for the 
material limitation or entire suspension 
of pelagic sealing or sealing on the high 
seus. 
Bach a decisive step, if agreed to bv 
Russia, Japan aud the United States, 
would, it is understood, not involve 
any concerted move to ineuace the 
claims of Great Britain and Canada to 
the right of pelagic sealing on the big < 
seas, but would rather be a proposition 
expressive of the conclusions of the 
three most interested powers that, in 
the interests of humanity ami the 
preservation of the seal herds of their 
respective governments, all nations, in­ 
cluding Great Britain and h* r colony, 
Canada, should unite with Russia, tho 
United Sta’es and .Japan iii such effec­ 
tive prevention of pelagic scaling on 
the high seas as will put ail end to it 
and thereby secure the preservation of 
tho seals. 
It was developed that Russia and 
England had a modus vivendi suspend­ 
ing pelagi - sealing within 80 miles 
around the R uhmuu island s, which ex­ 
pires Dec. 81. 
It was clearly the desire of the Rus­ 
sian delegate to secure the largest pos­ 
sible protection for lier fur seals, and 
this established, throughout the delib­ 
erations, a close co operation between 
the United States aud Russia. 
As to Japan, it was not clear that lier 
interests were for further restrictions 
on pelagic sealing. 
Oil the contrary, 
one of the Japanese delegates made it 
clear that Japan bud more interest in 
catching seals than in preserving them. 
Moreover, it appeared that Japan no 
longer had any fur seals, although her 
possessions of sea otters, an animal 
like the seal, was considerable. 
When 
Japan’s attitude was thus defined, the 
general feeling within the conference 
was that the United States and Russia 
were united in the view of protecting 
the seals by energetic measures, while 
Or at Britain and Japan occupied sub­ 
stantially the opposite position. 
The 
Japanese delegates were finally con- 
vinced by experts that by protecting 
the seals their country worild soon de­ 
velop valuable seal herds. 
This was 
finally cabled to the Japanese govern­

KLONDIKE TRAM RAILWAY. 


L ine W ill Be T w enty-neveii M ile* I 'i L ength 
and E le v a te d T h ro u g h o u t. 
A company w ith a capitalised stock 
of over $ 1,000,000 has recently been or­ 
ganized in New York to build a tram 
railw ay over the C hilkat pass, Alaska. 
The new railroad is to lie known ms the 
C hilkat Railroad and Transportation 
Railroad company and will run for 27 
miles through the most dangerous part 
of the pass. 
The company was promoted by Mr. 
8 . S. Bush of Louisville, who has been 
in the Klondike for the past several 
m onths, and who saw that such a ra il­ 
road would be a paying investment. He 
traveled through the pass on foot aud 
by w ater and laid out the plan by 
which the road is to be built. A fter fig­ 
ure 7 the cost of such a road he came 
to New York and began the organiza­ 
tion of the stock company. Mr. H. C. 
W alls was elected president. 
A con­ 
tract for the building of the road was 
recently let to the Trenton Iron compa­ 
ny iii Mr. W all’s name. 
The Klondike road will be used prin ­ 
cipally for the transportation of bag­ 
gage aud freight. Cars w ill be put into 
service large enough to hold two per­ 
sons, but a t the start the company w ill 
not depend on tho passenger traffic for 
m uch revenue. 
Tho new road is to tie a link to the 
road th at is to tx) built from Dyea to 
Lake Lindem an and is to bo elevated 
tho entire distance.

An extract follows; 
By this tim e I had neared the post­ 
office, and I found letters aw aiting me 
there which claimed the next half hour. 
But even more embarrassing, as u check 
to fu rth er search, was a “ free reading 
room, ” which now* invited me to tiles 
of New* York newspapers, in which I 
knew that I should find details of recent 
interesting political developments at 
Rochester aud Saratoga, not to mention 
possible fresh complications in the more 
exciting game of politics abroad. I went 
in, and, like Charles Kingsley’s young 
monk, Philemon, who, wandering one 
day farther than ever beforo from the 
monastery in the desert, chanced upon 
the ruins of iui old Egyptian temple, 
and, m indful of a w arning against such 
seductions, yet guiltily charmed by the 
rare beauty of tho frescoes, 
prayed 
aloud, “ Lord, turn away miuo eyes, lost 
they behold vanity,” but looked never­ 
theless— I looked, too, and read on un­ 
til m ounting remorse robbed tho read­ 
ing of all pleasure aud drove me to my 
task again 
But I had fallen once, and by a sad 
fatality scarcely had I renewed tho 
search, with weakened powers of re­ 
sistance, when I stumbled upon a fiercer 
tem ptation iii the form of a library 
which announced in plain letters its 
freedom to the public until the hour of 
9 in the evening 
Forgetful of my character as a work­ 
man, miserably callous to tho claim of 
duty to Aud employment, if possible, 
and in any case to live honestly the life 
which I had assumed. I entered the 
wide open, hospitable doors and was 
soon lost to other thought, and even to 
the sense of shamo, iii the absorbing 
interest of favorite books. 
In the lonely tram p across the m oun­ 
tains of Pike county I walked some­ 
tim es for miles w ith no opportunity of 
quenching a growing thirst, when sud­ 
denly I came upon a m ountain spring 
th at trickled from the solid rock and 
formed a i>ool in its shade, where I 
threw myself on the ground, and, w ith 
a glorious sense of relief, drank deeply 
of its cold water. 
The analogy is a 
weak one, for the physical relief and 
the momentary pleasure but faintly 
suggest the prolonged intellectual de­ 
light after two m ouths of unslackened 
thirst. 
Here was an inexhaustible supply, 
and there w*ere polite librarians, who 
responded cheerfully to your slightest 
wish, and, best of all, there was an in­ 
ner door which disclosed a reading 
room, w*here perfect quiet reigned and 
comfortable chairs invited you to grate­ 
ful ease, and shelves on shelves of books 
were free to your eager hand 
To pass from one w riter to another 
among the volumes th at lay on tho ta ­ 
ble, lingering over long loved passages 
or dipping lightly here and there, ab­ 
sorbing pleasure from the very touch of 
the book and the sight of the well p rin t­ 
ed page, charmed by some characteris­ 
tic phrase, as when Ooorge Pffiot de­ 
scribes a crucifix as “ the image of a 
w illing anguish for a great end ” 
Ah, what delights can equal those 
That stir the spirit’s inner deeps V 
W hat, indeed, unless it be to sink in­ 
to the folds of an easy chair, w ith a 
hitherto unseen edition of Tennyson in 
six volumes, new and beautiful, a fit 
setting for the verse of that great mas­ 
ter, whom Mr. Andrew* Lang has lately 
called, w ith tho glow* of a true enthu­ 
siasm, “ the sw'eetest and strongest, tho 
most exquisite, the most learned and 
the most Y’irgilian of all our modern 
poets” —to catch once more the pure, 
rich melody of his m usic as he sings 
from “ the midmost heart of grief” or 
mounts to the abounding ecstasy of the 
“ hungry h eart,” to whom life pilod on 
life were all too little— old passages, 
worn by wont and use to little meaning, 
nut returning now to my craving sense 
w ith tho freshness of their first awaken 
ing power! 
And, last and best of all, to reach an 
Iliad from its shelf and lose myself in 
strong delight in “ m atin songs tha 
j 
woke the darkness of the planet, ’ ’ songs 
of rich, abundant life, when the world 
was young and men were heroes all 
and knew their vital kinship w ith the 
gods, and w ith the living springs and 
fragrant flow*ers, and w*ith the singing 
birds and snow w hite sheep, and life 
moved forw ard in the strength of great 
passions that make men, and “ in the 
glorious m ight of heaven born freedom ” 
men arew to nature s strength and 


beauty and never knew tho yoke of long 
tradition nor the load of custom thut 
“ Bes upon us with a w eight heavy as 
fro*-? and deep almost as life. 
Aud now tho noise of battle rose in 
that 
incomparable 
hexameter, 
mud 
“ three rimes the bra vest of the Greeks 
attacki*d the walls of Troy, there by 
the fig trt** near the Soaian gates where 
the city lies lowest, led oil by Ajax aud 
Idomeneus, by the two Attidae and Ty- 
deurt’ son, whether some cunning seer 
taught tho craft of their own spirits 
stirred and drove them on!" Aud, clang­ 
ing to horrid discord with the clash of 
inns, there broke suddenly the sound of 
flam m ing shutters, which was the jan i­ 
tor s signal for 9 o ’clock, the hour of 
shining for the night* 
Taking my bat and stick, I walk out 
.nto the gas lit street aud into our mod­ 
ern world so different from the |»ast, 
w ith its artificialities and its social and 
laiMir problems, aud I remember th at I 
am a p ro sta tic out of a job and that 


w ith shameless neglect of duty I have 
been idling through priceless hours. 
Crestfallen, I 
hurry to my boarding 
house, 
longing, 
like any oonsch nee 
stricken inebriate, to lose remorse in 
sleep. 
As I walk to my lodgings a certain 
fellow feeling warms me w ith fresh 
sym pathy for my kind. I have m et w ith 
my first reverse, not a serious one, bnf 
still the search for work, for the first 
tim e in my experience, has been fru it­ 
less through most of a morning. Instead 
of persevering industriously, I yield 
weakly to the desire to forget my pres­ 
ent lot and the duty it entails in the in ­ 
toxication that beacons to me from free 
books. 
That happens to lie my tem pta­ 
tion, aud I fall 
Another workman of 
my class in precisely my position en­ 
counters 
not one chanco tem ptation 
which he m ight escape by taking an ­ 
other street, but at every corner open 
doors th at invite him to the companion­ 
ship of other men who w ill help him 
to forget his discouragement so long as 
his savings last, and as we are both 
turned into the street at night in w hat 
do we differ as regards our moral 
strength? He yielded to his tem ptation 
fad I to m iu a — Advance Sheets of 
Scribner’s Magazine For November.

The formulas for toning solutions ars 
almost without number, but the toning 
process which gives the best results for 
aristo papers—-tho papers most com­ 
monly used—is the one in which the 
toning and fixing are done separately 
A favorite hath is made as follows; 
Make a stock solution of 15 grains of 
chloride gold and sodium (price, 40 
cents) and 7 % ounces water aud a sari 
rated solution of bicarbonate of soda 
A saturated solution is a liquid which 
ooutains a little more of the substance 
placed in it than it can dissolve aud is 
I shown by a deposit at the bottom of the 
bottle or vessel iu which it is placed. 
I Mark the bottle containing the gold 
; “ Gold Solution,” and the bottle con 
taming the soda ‘‘Bicarbonate of Soda 
Solution. 
To make the toning bath 
take one-half ounce of the gold solution 
and add 8 ■«> ounces of water. 
Dip a 
piece of blue litmus paper into the solu­ 
tion, and if it does not turn the paper 
red add a little more of the gold. Then 
put iii enough of the bicarbonate of soda 
solution to turn the litmus paper back 


I to blue. The soda should be added a few 
drops at a time aud the mixture stirred 
with a glass rod. 
Mix the bath half an 
hour before needed for use. 
Place the 
prints in this bath, and tone till nearly 
the desired color. 
Rinse and place for 
five minutes iii a fixing bath composed 
of an ounce of hyposulphite of soda an I 
8 ounces of water. 
Wash in running 
water for half an hour.—Harper*
